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Market  Summary 


UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  March  1980 
totaled  70.2  million  pounds.  Deliveries  were 
up  2.9  million  pounds  from  the  previous  month 
and  3.0  million  pounds  above  the  same  month  of 
the  previous  year. 

During  March,  60.9  million  pounds  of  pro- 
ducer milk  was  classified  as  Class  I  —  down 
1.1  million  pounds  from  the  previous  month  and 
down  2.6  million  pounds  from  March  1979.   The 
percentage  of  producer  milk  in  Class  I  was 
86.69%  in  March  compared  to  92.06%  the  pre- 
vious month  and  94.42%  a  year  ago. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during 

March  was  $13.89  per  cwt.  —  down  11  cents 

from  February  1980  and  64  cents  above  March 
1979. 

TAMPA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  57.2  million  pounds 
of  milk  to  pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  12  during  March  1980.   Producer  milk 
deliveries  were  up  6.8  million  pounds  from 
February  and  were  up  4.0  million  pounds  from 
March  1979. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class  1  milk 
as  used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform 
price  to  producers  totaled  51.0  million  pounds. 
Class  I  producer  milk  totaled  46.6  million 
pounds  in  February  1980  and  48.9  million  pounds 
during  March  a  year  ago.   Class  I  milk  was 
89.17%  of  the  total  producer  milk  during  March 
1980  compared  to  92.46%  last  month  and  92.09% 
during  March  of  last  year.   (Continued  on  page  7) 


Secretary  Announces 
Support  Price  Increase 

The  support  price  for  manufacturing  grade 
milk  containing  3.5  percent  milkfat  was  raised 
from  $11.22  to  $12.07  per  hundredweight  on 
April  1.   Secretary  of  Agriculture  Bob  Bergland 
made  the  announcement  on  March  31. 

For  milk  with  a  U.  S.  annual  average  milk- 
fat  content  of  3.67  percent,  the  new  support 
price  is  equivalent  to  $12.36  compared  with  the 
present  $11.49. 

Current  law  requires  that  the  milk  support 
price  be  adjusted  semi-annually  to  reflect  the 
estimated  change  in  the  parity  index  (index  of 
prices  paid  by  farmers  for  commodities  and  ser- 
vices, interest,  taxes  and  wage  rates)  during 
the  first  half  of  the  marketing  year. 

The  parity  index  on  October  1,  1979  —  the 
beginning  of  the  marketing  year  —  was  866  (the 
period  1910-1914  equals  100) .   The  index  pub- 
lished at  the  end  of  March  was  932,  which  is 
7.6  percent  higher  than  six  months  ago.   Thus, 
the  support  price  was  raised  by  7.6  percent, 
or  85  cents  per  hundredweight. 

The  prices  at  which  USDA's  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  will  offer  dairy  products  for  sale 
for  unrestricted  use  will  continue  to  be  105 
percent  of  the  current  purchase  price  for  these 
commodities.   However,  for  September  1980  the 
sellback  prices  will  be  increased  to  approx- 
imately the  projected  purchase  prices  which 
will  be  in  effect  when  the  new  support  price 
is  announced  for  the  1980-81  marketing  year 
beginning  October  1. 

The  support  for  milk  is  achieved  by  CCC 
purchases  of  butter,  cheese  and  nonfat  dry 
milk  at  prices  calculated  to  enable  manufac- 
turing plants,  on  the  average,  to  pay  producers 
the  support  price  for  their  milk.

Dairy    Situation 


Milk  production  will  show  sub- 
stantial year-to-year  increases 
through  the  first  half  of  1980. 
This  output,  along  with  ample  dairy 
product  stocks,  will  keep  wholesale 
dairy  product  prices  near  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation  (CCC)  purchase 
price  levels  through  the  spring  pro- 
duction period.   With  prices  at  or 
near  the  support  level,  CCC  pur- 
chases will  be  considerably  great- 
er than  a  year  ago,  and,  farm  milk 
prices  during  first-half  1980  are 
expected  to  average  about  a  tenth 
above  year-earlier  levels,  well  be- 
low the  15-percent  gain  of  early 
1979. 

The  outlook  for  the  second  half 
of  the  year  is  much  less  certain  at 
this  time.   Key  factors  will  be  1980 
crop  developments  and  the  effect 
feed  prices,  weather  conditions  and 
cow  numbers  have  on  milk  production, 
and  the  strength  of  demand  for 
dairy  products.   At  this  time,  it 
appears  as  if  milk  production  for 
all  of  1980  may  rise  1  to  2  percent 
over  last  year's  level. 

Milk  production  in  1979  totaled 
123.6  billion  pounds,  up  1.7  percent 
from  1978,  and  the  largest  output 
since  1965.   The  major  factor  in 
this  increase  was  a  higher  output 
per  cow  which  occurred  primarily  as 
a  result  of  larger  concentrate  feed- 
ing and  favorable  weather  conditions. 
A  slow  rate  of  culling  also  contri- 
buted.  All  5  of  the  major  producing 
States  posted  production  increases 
during  1979,  with  the  6-percent 
increase  in  California  the  largest. 

Production  showed  strong  year-to- 
year  increases  during  the  latter 
months  of  1979,  peaking  at  3.5  percent 
over  year-earlier  levels  in  November 
and  December.   These  increases  con- 
tinued in  early  1980,  with  January 
milk  output  up  2.6  percent.   Substan- 
tial gains  in  production  are  expected 
to  continue  during  the  next  several 
months,  but  the  year-to-year  increases 
likely  will  taper  off  as  this  year's 
production  is  compared  to  the  large 
increases  of  the  last  half  of  1979.

Farm  Costs  and  Prices* 

PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX  DOWN  4  POINTS 
PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UP  5  POINTS 

The  March  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  decreased  4 
points  (1.7  percent)  to  234  percent  of  its  January-December  1967 
average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.   Contributing  most 
to  the  decrease  since  February  were  lower  prices  for  cattle,  hogs', 
soybeans,  wheat,  corn  and  calves.   Higher  prices  for  eggs,  apples, 
tomatoes  and  rice  were  partially  offsetting.   The  index  was  12 
points  (5  percent)  below  a  year  ago. 

The  mid-March  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities 
and  Services,  Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  274,  up  3 
points  (1.1  percent)  from  February.  Higher  prices  for  fertilizers, 
fuels,  farm  equipment  and  agricultural  chemicals  were  only  partial- 
ly offset  by  lower  prices  for  feeder  livestock  and  feeds.  Compared 
with  a  year  earlier,  the  index  was  up  30  points  (12  percent) . 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of 
Prices  Paid,  including  Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  85 
for  the  month  of  March  1980.   The  ratio  was  down  3  points  from  the 
previous  month  and  down  16  points  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

The  uniform  price  cwt.  for  March 
milk  was  $13.99,  a  decrease  of  14  cents 
from  the  previous  month  and  68  cents 
above  March  of  last  year. 

SOUTHEASTERN  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool 
plants  regulated  under  Federal  Order 
No.  13  totaled  71.8  million  pounds  of 
milk  during  March  1980.   Compared  to 
the  previous  month,  receipts  of  pro- 
ducer milk  were  up  3.4  million  pounds 
and  5.3  million  pounds  below  March  1979. 

In  the  March  equalization  pool, 
66.7  million  pounds  of  milk  was  clas- 
sified as  Class  I.   Class  I  producer 
milk  was  up  1.7  million  pounds  from 
last  month,  and  was  4.9  million  pounds 
below  March  1979.   Class  I  milk  was 
92.90%  of  the  total  during  March  1980 
compared  to  95.05%  the  previous  month 
and  92.89%  during  March  of  the  pre- 
vious year. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Order  No.  13  for  March  milk  was 
$14.32  per  cwt.   The  uniform  price 
was  down  3  cents  from  February  and 
was  82  cents  above  March  1979. 

PRODUCER  SUMMARY 

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders,  428  producers  delivered 
199.2  million  pounds  of  milk  to  pool 
plants.   This  compared  to  436  pro- 
ducers and  186.0  million  pounds  dur- 
ing the  previous  month  and  438  pro- 
ducers and  197.4  million  pounds  dur- 
ing March  1979.   Producer  milk  de- 
liveries in  March  were  up  7.0%  from 
February  and  were  0.9%  above  March 
of  last  year. 

The  average  milk  delivery  per 
producer  was  14,456  pounds  per  day 
for  all  producers  delivering  to 
plants  under  Federal  Orders  6,  12, 
and  13.   The  average  daily  delivery 
per  producer  was  10,134  pounds  under 
Order  No.  6,  12,169  pounds  under 
Order  No.  12,  and  33,405  pounds  under 
Order  No.  13
